It 18 pleasant timl proCitablc nl times 
to turn from the, exciting disenssion of 
political topics tftf'flif peaceful fickl of 
Bcicntific vosnarcb ami dir.covcry nnd to 
place readers in the possession of iiifor- 
niatiou respecting the progress the 
world is making towards art-perfection. 
Witliin the memory of .ihen.atjU, com- 
paratively young the tolegi-npli has been 
bnnight into general use and now it is 
an acknowledged necessity. A little 
ovor fourteen "j-ears ago tho llrst telc- 
"rani was received at S'ictoria ; and the 
telcphono-^that. nnirvollous .child of 
olGCtricity — couvoys tho human voicq 
over isireuits 500 miles in oxtont. Not! 
quite two "yenrs ago ' wo "j^ubliahed an 
tfccbriiik of tlie wonders bf tho tolepboiio 
then just coining into operation, and 
a very worthy and intelligent citizen 
stopped UH the next (lay to enjoy a 
quiet lifiigh over what be' was plenseil 
to refer "to as a first-class hoax. Now 
there arc more than 50 telephones in 
active operation in Victoria, and tho 
voice of a man talking at Esquimalt ia 
heard instantly in 77ic Colonist editor- 
ial rooms. It was not to bo e.\pcct( d 
that.3ciencp would pnuso with the tele- 
phono and consider its work finished. 
Tho wise head.s arc .still at work per- 
fecting now methods for transmitting 
•sound and annihilating time and .space. 
Th;! story of the latest marvel cunici to 
us from tho East, where Prof. Bki.l, tho 
inventor of tlie Boll tolophone, and an- 
other scientist hnvo jii.st demonstrated 
that ".sounds can be jiroducod by the ac- 
tion of 11 variable light from substances 
of all kinds, when intiieformof tliindia- 
phragms." In other words, a ray of 
light is substituted for tho connection 
wire, and sounds at ono station arc re- 
produced at another. Asia wellknown, 
tho action of the telophone is duo to 
variations in an electric current, caused 
bv a disphragm set in vibration by the 
voice, 'the current thus uioditled repro- 
ducing its variations on a sensitive dia- 
phragm at the other end of tho circuit. 
In the "photophonc," as the new inven- 
tion is-called,- the changes in the elec- 
tric current arc made during its passage 
through selenium^ a substance hereto- 
fore known only as a chcmical'curiosity, 
but with tho strange property of con 
ducting electricity more easily when 
exposed to light than when in the dark. 
A steady light .allows a current to pass 
through an even resistance j a varied 
light varies the resistanco, so that the 
current is stronger or weaker after pass- 
ing through the scleniuiu and its v.iriu- 
tions are easily turned, in a telo[)houo, 
into vibrations of sound. Prof: Br.i.i, 
and Mr. Taintou have already K[)oken 
between points about GOO feet apart, 
and they believe that the result can be 
obtained as far as a beam of 'light can 
be flashed. Tho simplest apparatus of 
many devised consists of a jilain mirror 
of fle.xible material, as silvered micro- 
scope glass of mica, which will quiver 
with vibrations of sound. On this is 
gatiiei-Qdi^hfougb a/lena,a.beam of light 
from any source, success having been 
found witlj "a kerosene or candle flame. 
The parallel beam reflected from the 
plane mirror is thrown to a distant con- 
cave niirror and focused on n piece of 
.selenium, electrically connected with a 
tele^'g^;^!^'; \Tho;\!6icp;^l^Tjowstho plane 
mirror into vibrations which modify in 
intensity the ray of light, which rapid- 
ly changes tho resistance of the distant 
selenium, this varying the electric cur- 
rent in the telephone as tho voice now 
does directly. Another means of efl'ect- 
ing the beam of light is by a disc, per- 
forated with slits, which is rapidly turn- 
ed, producing, in the selenium a contin- 
uon's'nitisical tone, whose pitch varies 
with the rapidity of the disc's rotation, 
a' silent niotion thus producing a sound. 
A strange thing is that some substances 
placed in the beam of ligiit do not cut 
ofl" the sound. A sheet of hard rubber, 
for instance, made the beam invisible, 
but the musical - note wak^^still' heard. 
Other experiments suggest the possibil- 
ity of doing entirely withont the elec- 
tric current in tlie telephone at tho riv 
ceiving station. 

Not less wonderful or useful is tlie 
advance that has been made with the 
electric light. ' Ahbiit four years ago 
wo printed our first article de.icrijnive 
of the JAntocnKOi'i' candle, then on 
exhibition in Paris as the latest scion- 
tilic novelty. Since then tin; electric 
light has been introduced in all the 
largo capitals, of tho world. It i.s in 
successful operation in Paris, Berlin, 
Lorid6h',^New York, Montreal, Chicago, 
San l<'ranciBco, etc., and the time is not 
rerooio when tho electric light will be 
as commonly used in Victoria house- 
holds as gas is to day. .Vll that is re 
quired is the invention of a simpler 
means of generating the electric cm- 
rent. The present mode is by steam 
pOwer.'^^-j^i|tj:eyery ho^uebolderv cannot 
support' d steam engiao tb produce the 
power required for^tlie.illumination of 
his premises. For lightiiig^large manu- 
factorio.t, where steam power is already 
introduced, and for lighting streets and 
public buildings tho present .system 
answers admirably; but -for house- 
hold U.SO means must and will bo pro- 
vided to render tho generating force per- 
fectly safe, simple and cheap. For more 
than 18 months the I\Ietropolitan 
Board of Works, have i.niiutaiiwMl the 
ifADLOGUKOFF light , ou tho Thames 
embankment -ytjChOut Lfnts-sihg a .siufjlo 
night. , iltjWasjfound-^tlijttta single '10.

tornis of the contract for tho next 
twelve months are at the rate, of 
cents ))or hour for each light, tSfiid the 
illuminating power of each is equal to 
378 sperm candles, but this is ■ reduced 
by the ground gla.ss globes to 265. Tho 
lights burn six houi's, but can bo burii- 
od eight. The JAni.ocuKOKb' light has 
been successfully used for long distan- 
ces and on a large scale, tho Paris 
Salon having been lighted by it with 
100 lights for t\vo montliR. A steam- 
engine is being erected in the iSo\ith 
Kensingson ]\rusouni for use iu con- 
nection with the Brush light.. A large 
court, formerly lighted by 1,700 gas 
Jets, is now lighted by eight Brush 
lamps at a cost of but • 3s. -per iiour, a 
saving of 108» per hour as comparnd 
with gas at th'6;Vl?qnd6n" price' of 80 
cents per 1,000 feet. Here, as well as 
at tho British Museum, the great ad- 
vantage of the electric light over gas 
consists in tho fact that it is perfectly 
harmless and void of danger, while the 
combustion of gas is destructive to 
paint ings, .decbraitrvo^v'Brlc'; and book- 
bindings. In a large biscuit factory at 
Bcrmodsoy the light is found to possess 
the peculiar advantage of enabling tiie, 
workmen to distinguish the most tleli' 
cato shades of colour, a matter of ne- 
cessity in that business. Bass' brew- 
ery is to havo llie Brh.sh light, and the 
company are about to erect works in 
the heart of London, intending to sup- 
ply tho light from a central point over 
a circuit ten miles wide. Tho Siemens 
light has been permanently adopted at 
the British Museum, and is in u.se on 
a large scale at Uie Victoria Dock.s. A 
notable feature of ■ the progress made 
by all ttiese lights is in tho. reduction 
of operating expenses. When a light 
is brought forward that is cheaper than 
gas, whether for ono or many lamjis, 
that burns with perfect steadiness, is 
capable of indeCnito subdivision, and 
fully, under control,., we ,Diay look for 
its universal adoption':" >.and in all these 
directions the foreign inventors i seem 
to be surpassi.ng the Americans.

The editor of the Free /'/v.s.s has paid a 
visit to the new coal mine of P. Sabiston, 
A. 0. Horne, J. Dick and J. Blessing, in 
.Mount.nin district, 31 miles from Nanaimo 
Town. A sliaft is being sunk on the 
seiim. The top co.al, which is all that is 
))eing mined at present, is about five loot 
thick and is promunieed by experts simi- 
lar to that t.akeu from the Wellington 
ciilliories. The lower coal i.s about tlio 
same thicknoss, but lias more the appear- 
ance of gas coal, and burns to a white ivsh, 
while tho top coal gives a reddish ash. 
No .scientific analysis liaa been made of 
tills, but practical tests liavo ]noved high- 
Iv satisfactory. 

Tho shaft is situated on the property of 
Mr. P. Sabiston; but the coal extends to 
tho propex'ty of Mr. A. O. Horne adjoin- 
ing. The above named gentlonien own 
■IdO acres between them, and Messrs. 
,liihn Dick and Jacob Bloating liave a full 
interest with them in the mineral. Tlie 
land is in the valley of tho Millatroam, or 
as it is marked on the maps IMillstonc 
river, and a splendid Una for .a railway 
can lie obtained by following this valley 
to Nanaimo harbor. Tlio length of rail- 
way to deep water would not exceed 2] 
niiies, with an i;asy grade and light work.

Messrs. Ivinipple it Morris, euj;i- 
u^r^'of-: Westminster " and- Greenock, 
have been appointed chief aiid consult- 
ing engineers for the railway in New- 
foundland, which it is proposed to con- 
struct for the jiiirpose of developing 
the mineral anil agricultural reaourcos 
of the island. The line is to bo 300 
miles in length, on the narrow gauge 
3fL Cin. .system. It will commence at 
St. John's and terminate at Green's 
Cay, to tiio north of the island, and in 
the vicinity of the principal mining dis- 
tricts, and passing also on its route 
through good agricultural land for set- 
tlemontv5 The engineer.'j have been in- 
structed to make a survey and prepare 
con):ract drawing for the Urst section 
of 100 miles. 

The ci'owd which fox'ined the congre- 
gation at the usual morning service at 
the Chapel of the Savoy in anticipation 
of seeing; tlie Lady Burdetl-C'outts 
married was largely composed of fc- 
nmles, ninetecn-twentietliB beings- of 
that gender.. .At the.eonclusioii of tho 
prayers many 'more 'crushed in, and 
soon not only the chapel itself, but al- 
so its narrow approaches from the 
Strand, were all crowded. As the 
clock struck Iialf-past eleven the Rev. 
.Mr. White, the chaplain of tlie Savoy, 
eiuergod from the vestry attired in full 
canonicals, and at once cut short to tlie 
initiated all liopes of a marriage by as- 
coiuling the pulpit instead of entering 
within tlio rails of the altar. There he 
paused for a moment, and then in a 
very low tone of voice, whicli was 
scarcely heard a few feet from him, ho 
said a few words to the eflect that he 
pre.sumed most^ of tho.so present liad 
eoino there to witness a certain core- 
niony, but that lie liad to aiinoniicc to 
them that the ceremony would not lake 
ploce, and that tho doors of the eliapol 
would be closed in a few minutes. Tiio 
astounding address, which sooiiiod to 
take tlio awicmbly with utter surprise, 
was rcceivtxl with a moment or two's 
dead silence, but followed in the next 
moment by a universal utterance of 
suppressed but still very obvious merri- 
ment, J>y this time the rovorond 
gentlouiau had loft tho pulpit, and 
was returning to the ve.stry, but ho sud- 
denly turned round and confronting 
the audience with jialpable indignation 
in his manner, .said .somethinj; appar 
ently cxjircssing disajiproval of tiie 
manifestation, and desiretl them to 
"i-eroember that they were in church, 
not in an assembly room." Ito then 
rotiroil, but it was a longtime before 
tlio church could be closed, and still 
longer before the churchyard could be 
einpticd and tho gates closed. 

Tlie following resolution passed by 
the Workingnicn's Protestant League 
lias been forwarded to tho Premier, 
Lord Chancellor and the Homo Secre- 
tary: — "That this committee has ob- 
served with great anxiety that mem- 
bers of the Jesuit Order expelled from 
France are persuiniiig, in defiance of 
the laws of the country, to purchase 
properly, with a view to establishing 
thoin.ielvcs in various parts of tho 
United Kingdom, and further, are in- 
sulting the people of the country by 
perambulating the public streets in tho 
habit of their order, contrary to law. 
This coniinittce instruct their secretary 
to draw the attention of the people of 
England and Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment to these infractions of the law by 
Jesuits, and urge them to take such 
means as may bo necessary to put tlie 
provisions of the law in force." 

It is very satisfactory to find that 
the right of tlie public to hiss at a pub- 
lic entertainment has been recognized 
by tho sitting magistrate at Bow street. 
Tlieatrical managera mid others have 
beon arrogating to themselves of late 
the right to eject any person who hisses, 
and at at least one theatre in the Strand 
tho nianagemenl have taken to station 
ing policemen in tlie pit^ for the pur- 
pose of suppressing all manifestations 
of dissatisfaction on tlio part of the 
public. This is a piece of tyranny 
which all jilaygours will be glad to learn 
is illegal. 

The 10,000 rounds of cartridge re- 
cently found in a house at TCniglits- 

liridgn have, it is sai<l, been ascartaincd 
to be a Wimbledon ''surplus. ' It is 
stated that the ])3rsoii claiming to be 
the owner of the annuunition is a per- 
son who was employed by the National 
Rifle A.ssociation at the late meeting. 

"Wo arc informed," says the yorl/i 
Britinh AyricuUnrbt, "that in the leases 
of two small farms, of about 1 20 acres 
each, now being let on a Kincardin- 
sliire property, the i)roprietor reserves 
a right to destroy the tenants' croji by 
game to the extent of £50 a year be- 
fore a penny of compensation shall be 
due.'' 

The war oflico has ordered ninety 
Nord(>nfeIt nmcliino guns of one inch 
calibre to be supplied without delay. 
It is announced from Portsmouth that 
Ihe authorities there having reported 
in favor of the Nordftnfelt gun, two 
hundred guns will bo ordered of him ini- 
mediatoly, in addition to the hunilred 
and fifty already purchased for the 
navy. 

It appears that Lord Plunkett, I'.iali- 
o]) of ^leatli, did not know when ho 
voted cn the Irish Disturbance Bill 
that he liad to take tho oaths at the 
commencement of every now Parlia- 
ment. Earl Fortescue confes.sed in 
the House of Peers that he himself had 
to bo reminded of this duty. Earl 
Granville thought that if it were ne 
ccssary to remind noble lords of their 
duty, other subjects would be found in, 
wliich it would be necessary to give 
t)i8m a reminder. (Laughter.) . 

Dissatisf.action is felt in France over 
the silence and the protracted absence of 
Premier DcFreycinet. Unle.ss ho public- 
ly declares his intention to do away with 
all unauthorized religious bodies it is said 
his reign will soon end. 

Signor Goldschinidt, a singing master, 
a vegetarian, and a wonderful swimmer in 
Naples, has laid a bet that he, will, j[asj, 
not 40 days but 50 flays.

Tliough Russia is delayed in tho com- 
pleiion of her proposed r-aiUvay i:j Mcrv, 
she will soon 'have' finished a line still 
more important, namely, tliat conueoting 
the OauciBUS and tho Caspian sea-board 
with Moscowi Duly two gaps are now 
left in it, viz., the 401 miles between 
Tillis, the capital of the Caucasus, and the 
Caspian port of Baku, and tlie considera- 
bly smaller distance separating Titlis from 
the garrison town of "\'"iadikavka7:, 
on the north of the main r;inge. 
TIio first-named gap is being fast filled up, 
but the ruggcdue.ss of the mountains and 
the-forniidable obstacles of the tremen- 
dous Dariel Pass render the filling of the 
second a work of time and labor. Once 
completed, and supplemented by branch 
lines ti) Kara, Eriv.an and the Persian 
frontier, this railwaj' will bring the Cas- 
pian within four days' journey of the 
Kremlin, and will, undoubtedly, become 
a potent factor in the aceonqilishnicnt of 
Russia's Eastern projects, whether mili- 
tary or diplomatic. 

Pauls, Sept. 8.— Tlii.s mom ing just at 
daybreak the murderer, Louis Moneaclou, 
was executed for the murder of Louise 
Deux. According to the custom here he 
was kept in igniu'ancc of tho time fixed 
for his deatli until within a fow moments 
of Ids tixecution. Ho passed lust evening 
in company with twb-jjaolcrs, who had, 
for some days, been his constant coinpan- 
ii>na in playing cards. The condemned 
man was overcome with terror and sank 
almost to the ground. 'I'lio assistants of 
the executioner liatl to drag him to the 
guillotine, which had been erected only a 
few paces from tho portals of tho prison. 
The next moment tho knifo fell timl all 
was over. 

Loxpox, Sept. 10. — The statement of 
Herr Von Buliler, that the conclusion of 
tho AUstro-tiernian alliance was due to 
the fact that Russia had made overtures 
to Franca for an alliance against Germa- 
ny, which were presented to Priiice Bis- 
marck by Waddini'toM, and the further 
assertion of Herr Von Rubier that Gam- 
bet ta compassed Waddington's overthrow 
for disclosing the'Russiaii overttuos, .are 
declared by the JlfiJithliiiuc Ffu /iroi.-,^. to 
be iiiero idle gossii). 

At Derby, on one occasion, .Judge 
JIaule was in the act of passing sontenco 
upon a man, when the governor of the 
county gaol came to the table to deliver 
some calundara to members of the bar, 
and, in so doing, passed between the pri- 
soner and tho judge. Maule thereupon 
intimated to the governor that in so doing 
he had oiitiaged Olio of tho host-known 
conventional rules of society. "Don't 
you kno^v," said tho judge, "yon ought 
never te jiass between two gentlemen 
when one gentlonian is talking to an- 
other /" The oflbnder against this con- 
ventional rule apologized and retired, 
wlioreui)on tho jutlgo sentenced tlie other 
gontleinan to seven ycai-s' transportation. 

The death of the Don-ager Counte.is 
Cowper, besides enriching the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland to the amount of some 
3150,000 a year, came so opportunely as 
tu relievo Earl Cowper from a very awk- 
ward position. Ho had arranu'cd to visit 
the nniuial show of tho Royal Agricultural 
Society, at the town of Clonniel, in South 
Tipporary.
